ORCHESTRA GIVES 
FINAL PROGRAM 

Concert by Main Line Ama- 
teur Players Held Sunday 
in Ardmore

Despite rainy weather an audience 
of 1000 heard the final concert of 
the Main Line Orchestra in the 
Ardmore Theatre Sunday after- 
noon. 

Under the baton of Adolph Vogel, 
this group of 44 amateur musicians 
reached a point of ensemble excel- 
lence above that of any previous 
concert. Exceptionally fine work by 
the strings featured the program. 

Anna Prichard, a. charming and 
talented Philadelphia lass, was piano 
soloist, playing one number with 
orchestra accompaniment and two 
as solos. But 16 years of age, Miss 
Prichard played with an ease and 
proficiency which gives great prom- 
ise of future accomplishments in the 
field of music. 

The concert opened with the over- 
ture, "Orpheus in the Underworld," 
by Offenbach, followed by the 

, menuetto and allegro movements of 
Haydn's Surprise Symphony, both 

"p^ed with spirit and ease, and with 

a meKodic quality which pleased the 

hearer's. 

Mk,s Prichard's first appearance 
was as soloist playing Grieg's A- 
minor Concerto with orchestra ac- 
companiment. The sturdy chords 
a--)d rapid measures of the piece 
\nade her playing stand out well 
J " 7 above the accompaniment, in which 
1 the orchestra gave her excellent sup- 
port. 

Three shorter pieces followed for 
the orchestra. They were "Scenes 
From an Imaginary Ballet," by 
Taylor, "Songs My Mother Taught 
Me," by Dvorak, and "Adagio 
Eleguque," by Wieniawski. 

Miss Prichard chose as solo 
numbers "Pan and His Pipes," by 
Godard, and the ever-popular and 
melodic Polonaise in E, of Liszt. 
Both these were played with grace 
and ability and earned generous ap- 
plause. Four floral offerings also 
gave tribute to an interest in Miss 
Prichard by several of her hearers. 

The orchestra closed its program 
with the Sixth Hungarian Dance of 
Brahms, and the better-known Fifth, 
by the same author. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
the audience that conductor Vogel's 
band of players had performed even 
better than at some of the other 
pleasing programs of the past few 
years. There was more homo- 
geneity, and a greater sureness of 
touch. 

. Each year has been typified by a 
higher brand of musical entertain- 
ment by or under the auspices of 
the orchestra. This year, in addi- 
tion to three orchestra concerts, 
there was a splendid song recital by 
Anna Case, and a most enjoyable 
concert by the French-Cook-Vogel 
trio, all given as a part of the sea- 
son's activities, under the auspices 
of the Main Line Orchestra

Pepper polled a vote of 3 to 1 on Vare in Lower Merion 
and Narberth. Pepper's total was 5154; Vare's 1565. 

Fisher ran ahead of the State ticket. His vote was 
approximately 5 to 1. Fisher got 5519 votes in Lower Merion 
and Narberth, Beidleman I 183. 

Vare captured two districts in Lower Merion, West Ard- 
more and Pencoyd, both by a plurality of seven votes. He was 
expected to take Pencoyd but the West Ardmore victory was a 
surprise. 

Woodward polled the largest individual vote, 6546. He 
was on both the Pepper and Vare tickets. Watson, unopposed 
If or Congress, was next with 5946 in the township and borough. 

Narberth voted for Pepper 5 to 1 . Cynwyd gave Pepper 
his largest plurality. It was 591. North Ardmore, the home 
district of Benjamin H. Ludlow, who was one of the Pepper 
campaign committee vice presidents, gave the Senator his sec- 
ond largest plurality. It was 471. Merion was next with 4 1 6. 

Pinchot got a surprisingly low vote here, much lower even 
than anticipated. He polled but 471 votes in Lower Merion 
and Narberth.

That the billions of heavenly bod- 
ies .'which make up the Milky Way 
do not comprise a chaotic system, 
but a galactic spiral of stars, form- 
ing a perfect organism of which a 
mighty sun is the centre, is the 
theory of John A. Snyder, of No. 
I20)| Woodside avenue, Narberth. 
Professor Snyder is instructor of 
astronomy at Central High School, 
Philadelphia, a fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of England 
and a member of the Philadelphia 
Observatory. 

"The hub of the universe," says 
Professor Snyder, "is the great 
Andromeda nebula, previously look- 
ed upon as a distant island universe 
and thought to be unrelated to the 
Milky Way, although it lay upon its 
southern order. Twenty years of 
research into the properties of mat- 
ter under conditions of vast pressure 
and changes of pressure within 
heavenly bodies, together with years 
of study of the interior mechanisms 
of a star, and into the causes of its 
surface ruptures and explosions, 
and into the origin of its system of 
surrounding bodies, have all led to 
the point where we can now locate 
the parent sun in a great system by 
the lay of its stellar offspring. 
Andromeda Is Parent Sun. 

"The great Andromeda spiral 
proves to be the centre of the vast 
Milky Way spiral in which we live. 
This vast central rotating and ex- 
plosive sun is the parent of all the 
suns and clouds of suns in the Ga- 
laxy. It is the cradle of the stellar 
universe and the fountain source of 
it all. 

"Andromeda has been said to be 
moving upwards at nearly 200 miles 
per second. Here is a case of rela- 
tivity. There is a lessening of the 
distance, as the spectroscope reveals, 
but our local star cluster containing 
all the nearby stars and having a 
truly spiral form is dashing along 
the Milky Way with one component

Dr. Leroy A. King, secretary of 
the Narberth School Board and a 
member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, will leave 
Tuesday with his family for 
Berkeley, Calif., where he will 
lecture for six weeks at the Uni- 
versity of California, returning in 
September.

While Congressman William S. 
Vare was rolling up a huge ma- 
jority in Philadelphia Tuesday, 
which was to send him to vic- 
tory over George Wharton Pep- 
per in the three-cornered fight for 
the _ United States senatorship 
nomination, the Lower Merion 
and Narberth Republican organi- 
zation was turning in for Pepper 
at the rate of 3 to 1. In Narberth 
alone, Pepper outvoted Vare by 
over to 1. 

With the single exception of 
Benjamin H. Ludlow, who took 
the first legislative district from 
James S. Boyd, by a plurality of 
694, the organization carried 
every man on its ticket to victory. 
It gave Senator Pepper 5154 
votes to Vare's 1565 in Lower 
Merion and Narberth; Fisher, 
5519 to 1183 for Beidleman for 
Governor; Smith, 4590 to 596 for 
James for lieutenant governor; 
and Woodward, 6546 for secretary 
of internal affairs. 

Edward S. Haws, of Dud- 
ley avenue, ex-postmaster was 
selected by the Democrats of the 
First Legislative District to op- 
pose Fred C. Peters in the general 
election. 

In the first legislative district 
which includes three wards in 
West Conshohocken, three wards 
in Bridgeport and two districts in 
Upper Merion, in addition to the 
16 in Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth, the organization gave 
Watson (unopposed) for Con- 
gress, '7110 votes; for State Sen- 
ate, Boyd 3362 to 4056 for Lud- 
low ; for assembly, Peters 5211 to 
1624 for, Skelton and 1489 for Mc- 
Kernan. 

Vare Stronger Than Expected. 
County Leader Charles John- 
son was nominated to the State 
Republican Committee by a vote 
of 6416 in the first district. Mabel 
Kirkbride was named to the 
woman's post on the same com- 
mittee by a total of 5898. 

Vare made a stronger showing 
there than he was expected late 
last week. It was then believed 
that a vote of approximately 5 to 
1 would be rolled up against him, - 
but his wet plank attracted num- 
erous voluntary supporters who 
cut this down to a 3 to 1 ratio. 

West Ardmore and Pencoyd 
both gave Vare pluralities of 
seven votes each. Pencoyd was 
expected to turn in for the Phila- 
delphia boss, but the West Ard- 
more result was a bit of a sur- 
prise. 

Vare fared badly in Narberth, 
where he only collected 166 votes 
to 811 for Senator Pepper. 

Candidate John S. Fisher ran 
ahead of his ticket in the town- 
ship and in Narberth borough. He 
polled four votes for governor to 
every one cast for Beidleman on 
the Vare slate.

I haven't the 
exact figures before me, but I 
doubt if 50 per cent, of those en- 
rolled cast a vote.

Assemblyman Ludlow wrote 
Mr. Boyd Wednesday congratu- 
lating him on his victory. He 
spiked rumors that he might run 
against his victorious opponent 
as an independent in the fall elec- 
tion. "There is nothing at all to 
stich reports," he declared. 

"I had some opposition in West 
Ardmore and South Ardmore for 
a while," said Fred C. Peters, who 
won the Assembly nomination, 
"but things straightened out in 
the end. The party supporters 
got out and worked wonderfully 
Tuesday. Thank all of the" people 
for me," he concluded. 

Joseph J. Skelton, defeated 
candidate for Assembly was of 
the opinion that the results might 
have been somewhat different if 
there hadn't been a United States 
Senatorship issue to carry the 
regular party candidates along. 

"I can't see where the organiza- 
tion did anything that reflects 
especial credit on it for the out- 
come of the primaries Tuesday. If 
it hadn't been for the women, they 
vould have been licked 1 still 
think the issue is wet and dry and 
this campaign showed it.

ly one-fourth of the vote by which 
Senator Pepper carried Montgom- 
ery county. This district gave the 
seLtor aplurality of 3589 votes 
and County Leader Johnson has 
claimed the county for Pepperby 
a vote of approximately ld.uuu. 

Governor Pinchot, third aspi- 
rant for the Unted States Senator- 
ship, collected such a scant vote 
here that even observers, who 
last week predicted he would run 
a bad third, were surprised. He 
corraled only 416 votes in the 16 
districts of Lower Merion and 
Narberth. 

Ludlow's victory over the or- 
ganization in the first district did 
not come in the nature of a sur- 
prise. Organization leaders ad- 
mitted last week that he would 
break even and might emerge tri- 
umphant here in his home terri- 
tory. 

Loses in County. 

Though Mr. Ludlow went into 
the county with a 600 vote lead on 
his organization opponent, James 
S Boyd, he was unable to over- 
come the large majorities which 
Norristown threw to its favorite 
son He was further handicapped 
in his independent fight by the 
anti-organization candidacy in the 
outer part of the county of Burd 
P. Evans, of Trappe, the third 
aspirant for the senatorial toga. 
As anticipated by pre-election dope- 
sters, Ludlow and Evans killed 
each other off. 

Boyd won in the county by a 
plurality of 3863. The vote was 
Boyd 15,786, Ludlow 11,924 and 
Evans 6333. 

Ludlow carried seven districts 
of Lower Merion and all three ol 
Narberth. His home district, 
North Ardmore, gave him his 
largest vote of 634. Boyd polled 
103 here, which made it a plural- 
ity of 531. South Ardmore turned 
in for Ludlow with a plurality of 
5TS Other Lower Merion dis- 
tricts carried by the assemblyman 
were Rosemont, General Wayne,

THREE NEW TEACHERS

A special committee appointed 
to take up the matter of tax col- 
lecting commissions reported at 
the meeting. This committee has 
met with a similar committee of 
borough council and the new tax 
collector, Mrs. Abbie Nickerson 
Diven, to adjust the compensation 
for the current year. 

Because of the extraordinary 
increase in the amount to be col- 
lected, due to the increase in 
borough taxes, an adjustment of 
the percentage basis for collec- 
tion was found advisable. The 
board cut its percentage from 3 
per cent, to 2 per cent, and council 
will be asked to cut theirs from 2 
per cent., with 5 per cent, for de- 
linquent taxes, to a flat 2 per cent. 
The result of this adjustment, it 
is believed, will keep the collection 
costs at about the same figure as 
in the past. The tax collector ac- 
cepted the committee's recom- 
mendation. 

The board voted to deposit a 
part of its funds in the Narberth 
National Bank beginning with the 
new fiscal year in July. The de- 
posits will be divided between the 
National Bank and the Menon 
Title and Trust Company. 

The next meeting will be June 
14.

Library Gains in Readers and in 
Receipts Despite Moving. 
In spite of the slight confusion 
due to the change of location the 
Narberth Community Library has 
shown a gain during its first two 
weeks in the new building both in 
the number of new applicants to 
borrow books and in the number of 
books distributed.

of its motion, indicating a movement 
in the direction of the Andromeda 
of 200 miles a second. The presence 
of such a motion is indicated by the 
calculations of several astronomers." 
There are 20 proofs, Professor 
Snyder has found, of the conten- 
tion that the Andromeda spiral is 
the centre of the vast Milky Way 
spiral in which we live. He discov- 
ered a dark elliptical lane in the 
Milky Way parallel to and symme- 
trical with the dark lines of the 
Andromeda spiral, thus proving it 
continuous with the Milky Way. Be- 
cause of our northern viewpoint we 
displace the Andromeda nebula to 
the south. 
• View Makes It Out of Plane. 

Professor Snyder contends that 
this is merely because, placed to the 
north of the system, the world would 
view it on a 20 degree angle, which 
puts it out of the plane of the Milky 
VVay. "Because of our northern 
viewpoint we have also displaced 
from the Milk Way southward three 
big Milky Way-like star clouds, 
namely, the Greatei' and the Lesser 
Magellanic Clouds and a smaller 
cloud designated N. G. C. 6822." 

There are vast possibilities and 
implications wound up in this dis- 
covery of the Narberth astronomer, 
which is based on his work of 20 
years and his father's before him.
